WasaiMevox, DC, Feb. J4, 18tiX 
Tothf Editor* of the New York Time*: 

In tbe Times of yesterday you have an article 
styled "Russia Made Happy, to which I desire 
to sav but a word in replv. I have nothing to 
say about the spirit of that editorial toward 
me — it is tbe same, with all tbe rest you have 
written in reference to me, while at home and 
abroad. 1 do not hold myself aliove just or 
even unfriendly criticism, as a public servant. 
In that I shall endeavor to defend myself by 
my life-acts, not by words. But when you 
venture the insinuation that (1) ' be can serve 
the government consistently with his private 
sentiments" onlv in a foreign mission, yon 
misrepresent my "sentiments, ' and injure the 
cause of tbe country. I told President Lincoln 
that I could not and would not enter the field, 
except tbe nolicv was adopted of liberating 
tbe slaves of rebels. So soon as tbe President 
issued his proclamation of tbe 22<1 Septeml>er. I 
offered my services at once to Gen. Halleck. 
I was received in such manner that Secretatv 
Chase, who was present, and who bad urged 
me to take a command by tbe most pressing 
arguments, was satisfied, as well as myself, 
that I could not serve tbe country or my own 
reputation by entering the service. Jusli*e to 
tbe country and my own character for frank- 
ness demand of me to say that I regard Gen.

They are tired of freedom 
of speech and a free press, and they would to- 
morrow, if they could, vote to change the char- 
aeter o/owinttituUon*. That these views are 
entertained by a large number of the secession, 
destructive office-holders, both in the army 
and inciril life, we have the liest of reasons 
for lielieving. These views are held both by 
the destructives of the old Whig school, and 
>y larjr, opeu-moulhed, State* HitilU* Demo- 
crat*. 

JThe Atlanta (Ga.) Intelligencer publishes 
an editorial article on "The Southern Mon- 
archy," in which it says:

But this spirit of opposi- 
tion to American Independence was not the 
result of sincere attachment to the King of 
England, ll was a blind and bigot ted attach- 
ment to the forms and customs as well as the 
privileges enjoyed by the aristocratic nobility 
of England and France. Amd notwithstand- 
ing the undeniable fact that such principles 
have a direct tendency to clog the wheels of 
progressive liberty and universal contentment, 
and to place an insurmountable barrier be- 
tween merit and property, they, have grown 
and been fostered iu the Palmetto Bute until 
they have brought forth their legitfcnate fruits. 

Baseless attachment to and yearning for 
aristocrat ical distinctions in that State may 
properly be set down as the parents of tbe 
present gigantic rebellion. TheUnion sentiment 
there has been kept alive by tbe descendants 
of the few true patriots who lived there in the 
stormy times of the Revolution, while the 
secessionists have been taught in the same 
school with the royalists or toriea of those 
times. It was through great tribulation and 
suffering that the patriots df South Carolina, 
aided by the patriots of other States, suc- 
ceeded in relieving her from the thraldom of 
British oppression, and though tbey succeeded 
at last in bringing her out from under the 
yoke, they have never been able entirely to 
eradicate that love of monarchy and aristoc- 
racy which had obtained *luch a firm hold 
upon the minds of her people previous to the 
revolutionary struggle. Even the patriots 
themselves could not entirely disabuse their 
minds of the idea that the possession of prop- 
erty, or the line of descent, ought to give polit- 
ical preferences, as was shoarn by the legisla- 
tion of those days, and more especially by 
some clauses of the State Constitution, which 
still sWnd unrepealed. Indeed, the advance- 
ment of political liberty and equality has 
been exceedingly slow in South Carolina, 
hich is owing to the determined refusal of 
the freeholders to allow non-freeholders to 
enjoy equal rights with 
politically or socially. 

When we come to analyze motives and in- 
quire into first causes, it will be found that the 
dread of being finally driven by the testimony 
of other States to acknowledge the political 
equality of white men was the great incen- 
tive to dissatisfaction, rebellion, and the un- 
precedented efforts to overthrow our glorious 
government and stop the progress of liberty, 
if not to extinguish it forerer. The leaders 
have, time and again, denied that the slavery 
question was the primal cause of civil war, 
though it was artfully used as a pretext to "in- 
flame the Southern heart and precipitate it into 
revolution." We cannot be surprised there 
fore to hear men of that section openly de- 
clare their preference for a monarchy before 
the United Slates government or any other 
form of government whatever. The disease is 
deep-rooled and requires cautery to cure it, for 
no such doctrines are admissible on this conti- 
nent. Wo see in these revelations of the 
hojies and wishes of the Confederate leaders 
what a mighty task is l«efore us, and they 
should inspire the loyal people with a spirit of 
unity and determination to preserve the de- 
mocratic elements of our nationality and save 
republican institutions from overthrow. Of 
our country it must always be said:

; Nil ion from me do? especially as we are now 
situated? I do not want to issue a document 
that the whole world will see must necessa- 
rily lie inoperative, like the Pope's lull against 
the comot" Upwards of two months has 
elapsed since the President, yielding to the 
pressure of malign advisers, actually issued a 
proclamation of emancipation, and "what 
good" has it done? In tbe line of its avowed 
purpose, has it not been as "inoporatire" as 
"the Pope's bull against the comet" ? Assured- 
ly it has. The whole world sees this. On the 
other hand, has it not in various ways, and 
especially in deepening and embittering the 
division of the North, done immense harm? 
Assuredly it has. The President cannot deny 
this. It is, next to the rebellion itself, the mos 
obtrusive feature of our condition. 

What, then, is the plain duty of the Presi- 
dent? We answer: To withdraw the procla- 
mation. We want and we must have union 
amongst ourselves in this mighty Btruggle. 
We cannot have it under the proclamation, 
null and void though the proclamation is, and 
we can have it on the simple basis of the con- 
stitution. Let the President, therefore, aban- 
don the proclamation, and return to the con- 
stitution. The union of the loyal men of the 
nation can be effected on no other basis, and 
their union is indispensable. "The only re- 
liance of the United Slates," as the Boston 
Post well says, "is on military power. On this 
one point, capacity to take care of herself, 
everything hinges. To this one point, now, 
everything ought to tend; and to increase this 
military power, the paramount necessity is a 
umitbd oocntry. In the nature of things, 
there cannot be union on the basis laid down 
by tbe ultraista — by secessionists on the 
one side or by the bold advocates af cen- 
tralization, like the Phillips and Sumner 
school, on the other hand; but the only uniou 
possible is on the Constitution and the Union 
of the Fathers. Let the country — all the loyal 
men South, North, East, and West — let them 
be united on this platform; and better have 
France and England both against us, than, 
split up by the radical programme, have the 
South only to contend with. On her own 
prowess alone must our country rely, and the 
good of all requires t hat this sentiment should 
spreail far and wide. This is the American- 
ism for this hour. Those who are forever 
thrusting Ihe dividing wedge of the negro 
question, ore doing detriment to the cause 
of country and deserve the rebuke of 
every citizen who would discharge his 
duty to the present age and posterity."

Col. Gilbert, we hare no doubt, was actuated 
by the very best motives, and in our previous 
remarks upon the subject we had no desire to 
censure that excellent officer. He committed 
only such an error as an exclusively military 
officer was liable to make. It is to be inferred 
that he had sufficient evidence of the disloy- 
alty of those composing that convention to 
make him believe that they should not be al- 
lowed to carry out their designs. The wrong 
consisted in the manner in which it was done. 
If he had laid the evidence before the State 
Legislature, or before the courts, there can be 
no doubt that they would have furnished him 
with authority to do just as he did. The act 
was a clear and unnecessary usurpation of 
military power, and a people jealous of their 
rights will not submit to it, even when the 
object to be attained is a laudable one. 

1 1 is very clear to us that the military in 
this State mus*. be confined to the strict line of 
their duties. It we allow tbe military autbor- 
ty to supersede the civil in this State, our 
iberty is gone, and all attempts to resist the 
]X>licy of the emancipationists is at an end.

We can admit no such thing, neighbor, for it 
untrue; we had "fully reflected upon the 
consequences of the course" we "recommend- 
1;" nnd now, after fuller reflection, we con- 
lently renew the recommendation. 
We repeat what we have said on this sub- 
ect. It is tbe duty of the military authorities 
to rundown the secession party wherever it 
rears its head in Kentucky; and we call upon 
those authorities vigilantly to perform their 
duty. The "course" we recommend is lawful: 
it is necessary ; it has been pursued by tbe 
military authorities ever since Kentucky be-

sting condition of Kentucky, just as lawful as 
the rout of a band of secessionists in arms 
won Id have been; and the notion of our neigh- 
or that the military authorities ought to have 
applied to the Legislature or to the courts for 
authority to act in the former case would have 
been as pertinent anil as sensible in the latter 
ase. The whole ontcry appears to us un- 
speakably absurd. 

Our neighbor, indeed, admits, or, rather, he 
vehemently contends, that no secessionist 
ought to be allowed to stand for office in Ken- 
tucky. But is a notorious secessionist, who, 
without publicly declaring bis opinions, stands 
for office, any more an active enemy of the 
government than are notorious secessionists, 
who, without publicly declaring their opin- 
ions, meet to appoint men to stand for office, 
and to plot generally for the advancement of 
their cause? Manifestly not On the contra- 
ry, the hostility of the latter is more glaring 
as well as more dangerous than that of the 
former. The selfsame principle covers both 
coses. If the military authorities cannot right- 
fully deal with the latter, they cannot right- 
fully deal with the former; they have a right 
to deal with both or with neither. In oui opin- 
ion, they have a right to deal with both.

The other mementoes which I have the hon- 
or to place at your disposal were brought from 
Tennessee by the gentlemen constituting the 
commission which I recently sent to tbe Army 
of the Cumberland to look after the sick and 
wounded of the Kentucky regiments now in 
that locality. In their report to me of the re- 
sult of their mission, they thus refer to these 
flags: 

''We were pleased to have been made the 
bearers to your Excellency of the tattered re- 
mains of three fl:igs that were nobly borne 
amid the storm of battle by the gallant sons 
of Kentucky. They are no longer fit for use 
in the field, and are sent to your Excellency 
with tbe hope that they may not be thought 
unworthy of a place of honor in the archives 
of the State. There are interesting incidents 
connected with each of these standards. 

"It will be observed that the colors of the 
8th regiment (Col. Barnes) is almost com- 
pletely destroyed. It was upheld amid show- 
era of shot and shell, by Edgar Park, company 
C, until the missiles of the foe had piereed, 
again and again, its every fold. Finally, the 
staff was twice struck and shivered to pieces. 
The enemy was crowding closely around the 
undaunted standard-bearer — the broken staff 
could be no longer grasped; but he quickly 
gathered the remnants of the flag and bore 
tbem rapidly to those who defended it with an 
intrrnidity ranly equalled and never sur- 
passed. 

' lue colors of the 9th regiment (Colonel 
Orider) have waved in triumph in many bril- 
liant skirmishes, at Shiloh and Stone River. 
In the latter engagement, the standard-bearer, 
John T. Raglan, was killed at his post. In a 
moment the colors were seized by private 
Moses Roach, who begged the Colonel, then 
near at hand, to permit him to ntain them, 
declaring that be would plant and defend 
them wherever the Colonel might desire.

They have resorted to the ballot-box 
several time*, und got tbe verdict of Kentucky 
against them. Tbey and tbeir allies appealed 
to tbe sword, and if tbey can succeed, they 
can hold offi''c in Kentucky, not otherwise. 

Their faction has called in foreign aid. They 
are to-day carrying fire and sword to tbe homes 
of Kentuckians, aud yet they want offices in 
this State by tbe poll-tiooka.

Mexican ArrAias in Pbaxcb. — The manner 
in which the Mexican question has at last been 
brought up in the French Corps Legislatif is 
imporUnt and significant. It appears, accord- 
ing to the New York Times, that tha opposi- 
tion attached an amendment to the address 
relative to Mexico, which sought to discover 
the motives for the Mexican expedition. Those 
supporting the amendment denounced the ex- 
pedition as having its origin in the swindling 
operation of the Swiss banker, M. Jecker. 
M. Picard mainuined that the expedition 
must have an unfortunate issue, and would 
not save Mexico from falling into the hands 
of tha United Sutes, but must expedite that 
result. This member demanded, what many 
•there high ia office have desired during the 
past year, na nely, a solution of the enigma 
presented by the French invasion of Mexico 
It also appears that M. Jules Favrc, the leader 
of what are termed the "five independent 
members" of the Legislative Assembly, was 
not satisfied with the amendment of the Op- 
position because it is not strong enough in its 
condemnation of tbe raid upon Mexico. M. 
r avre open ly and boldly accused the Govern- 
ment of having concealed the truth in ita ac 
count of the conversation between M. Thou 
venel and Lord Cowley. He denounced the 
Jecker affair, sUting that the English Min 
ister had stigmatized it as a robbery, and 
therefore no astonishment could be felt at tbe 
French ultimatum having caused the with 
drewal of England and Spain. He said that 
"the army of France should not be rashly 
gaged in undefined and adventurous expedi- 
tions; neither oar interests nor our principles 
require us to go and see what sort of govern- 
ment the Mexican people desire. " He disa- 
vowed, in the name of principle and intern 
tional law, the war against Mexico. "It will 
always be unfortunate," said the distinguished 
avoeat, "even after the uking-of the City of 
Mexico, for Juarez would continue the war in 
the French provinces. To get to Orizaba has 
already cost 104,000,000 francs, and to go 
further than Mexico the treature of Franc* 
would not tufice." M. Favre concluded his 
remarks by saying that be could not 
himself with a war undertaken upoi 
cious information. 

Baron Jerome David undertook to reply to 
this atuck of the Opposition, by sUting that 
tbe expedition was justified by the insults and 
injuries sustained by French subjects, for all 
of which the national honor demanded repar- 
ation. The next day, M. Billault followed 
Baron David in support of the Emperor's poli- 
cy. This distinguished exponent and defender 
of the Emperor's measures warmly protested 
.igainst the course of the Opposition, and es- 
pecially did he attempt to controvert the 
remarks of M. Jules Favre. But he constantly 
harped upon the old aud obsolete issues that 
Juarez has broken faith with France and ill- 
tareated French-citizens; that Jecktr is a man 
of integrity and hia claim valid. Further- 
more, M. Billault declared very distinctly that 
France couidnot draw back. 

This debate in the French Chambers deveL 
opes several curious and noteworthy facts. 
In tbe first place, we find the sUrtlingfact 
that a powerful organization of independents 
ajid conservatives has come out openly, de- 
cidedly, and boldly, in opposition to the policy 
of the Emperer in Mexico. In the next place, 
we find that in this important debate tbe most 
prominent point in the Emperor's policy — that 
avowed iu his letter to Gen. Forey, July 3, 
1662, relative to the extension ox* American 
influence and interests on this Continent- 
was entirely ignored by the party represent- 
ing the Emperor. This party justifies the ex- 
pedition wholly on the ground that French 
honor demands reparation for injuries and in- 
sults to Frenju citizens in Mexico. It has 
been patent to all the world that tbe French 
residents in Mexico, as a body, have dis- 
avowed any Such treatment on tbe part of the 
Mexicans, and their protests against the in- 
vasion of the French, and the policy of Na- 
poleon in that country, have been published. 
Another imporUnt fact is, that the Opposi- 
tion, even while denouncing tbe expedition, 
and exposing the amount it has already cost to 
reach Orizaba, counts on a greater degree of 
success to French arms than they have as yet 
reached, or are likely to reach. According to 
the debate, all parties appear to rest in the 
belief that the French expedition now afoot in 
Mexico will at beast be able to conquer its 
way to the CapiUl, enter and hold it, Jules 
Favre already speaks of the surrounding 
Stetes as Frmch Province*. "Juarez," he 
says, "after the taking of the City of Mexico, 
would continue the war in the French Prov- 
inces." 

According to the latest advices, Feb. 1, 
from Mexico, the French army has practically 
made but little advance beyond Orizaba, and 
the prospect was that the expedition would 
prove a toul failure before it reached Puebla. 
When this sute of affairs is fully realized in 
France, it will not tend to allay the excite- 
ment that has begun to manifest itself there 
relative to the invasion of Mexico. The 
Mexican question is so nearly allied to our 
own interests, and it has now become so im- 
portant with the great Powers, that its pro- 
gress is very naturally watched with the 
greatest interest. 

I6T A bill passed CongreM for the reorgan-

is the last time before the meeting 
of the Union State Convention that our voice 
can reach the distant readers of the Journal in 
Kentucky.

BaP"We have omitted to state that the series 
of resolutioAs on national affai« adopted by 
the General Assembly of Kentucky excludes 
fhe 11th resolution of the series m originally 
adopted by the House. This renolntion, as 
our readers will remember, proposed the calling 
of a Mississippi Valley Convention. The Sen- 
ate having amended the scries as it came from 
the House by rejecting this resolution, and 
having declined to recede from its amendment 
he Honse finally concurred in the amend- 
ment. Thus the aeries as we published it last 
Monday with the exception of the 11th reso- 
lution constitutes tbe declaration formally 
adopted by the General Assembly. 

The reverse which occurred on Thurs- 
day to tbe detachment of Union troopa. under 
Colonel Coburn, near Spring Hill, Tennessee, 
was undoubtedly brought about by a want of 
proper precaution. The scene of the action is 
between Columbia and Franklin, and our ad- 
vance was made to the point on Wednesday, 
and at the same time it was announced that 
Van Dorn wm in tbe vicinity with a heavy 
army, while frequent skirmishes showed that 
he was vigilant, and waiting an opportunity 
to strike a blow. That a force should have 
been thrown in the very presence of an ene- 
my with an insufficient quantity of ammuni- 
tion, appears to us most culpable, and that the 
rear and flanks should have been left exposed 
to attack by batteries, which must have been 
passed when our troops pursued the rebels in 
their feigned retreat upon Thompson's Station, 
such gross carelessness that our mortifica- 
tion giva place to indignation. There never 
was a trap set more cunningly or fallen into 
more stupidly. We are told that the men of 
the 85th and 33d Indiana, 19th Michigan, and 
22d Wisconsin fought desperately, but were 
overwhelmed by superior numbers rushing on 
their flanks from their ambuscade, while three 
batteries at different points opened suddenly 
on their rear. We should presume that such a 
thing could not occur with the exercise of com- 
mon military prudence. Why were not flankers 
thrown out to feel the way, to beat the thick- 
ets, and to discover if there was an enemy 
hidden crouched among the trees and bushes .' 
The most heroic endurance could not resist 
the effect of such wicked carelessness; the 
most desperate fighting could not rescue our 
brave soldiers from the fatal trap. But when 
we are told that their ammunition was ex- 
hausted, the very climax of inefficiency is dis- 
played. Any civilian, "who never set a 
squadron in the field," must know that the 
great dangers of an advance into an enemy's 
country would be to leave the flank assailable 
and to expose the rear to an attack by a cir- 
cuitous movement of the foe, and yet Colonel 
Coburn assents to have neglected every pre- 
caution :tgainst surprise, and in the ardor of 
the chase, when the rebels fell back, ac- 
tually cut their line in two without knowing 
it, and permitted the sundered wings to con- 
lose, and crush his command. 
The account of the affair says our artillery and 
cavalry were successfully withdrawn. We 
suppose the caissons were empty, so that the 
cannons were useless ; but why were the 9th 
Pennsylvania and 2d Michigan cavalry with- 
drawn when they might have done some exe- 
cution by a charge on Van Dorn's infantry, or 
at all events diverted the rebels from their 
crushing attack upon our foot soldiers? As 
far as we axe able to judge of this engagement, 
it developed less military qualifications on the 
part of the commavnding officer than have been 
exhibited during tiny other action of the rebel- 
lion. We shall be rejoiced if he can excuse 
himself, but we fes x it will be a hopeless task. 

Gen. Gilbert is censured for not sending 
reinforcements from Franklin to the relief of 
Colonel Coburn. Of the justice of such cen- 
sure wc cannot judge, as we do not know his 
condition or position; but it is clear to us that 
whoever ordered Colonel Coburn to advance 
in the direction of Columbia with an inade- 
quate force, when it was known that Van 
Dorn had from 15,000> to 20,000 men In the 
vicinity, committed an unpardonable blunder. 
There is but one entering beam through the 
gloom of this report, and that is reflected from 
the stanch and noble behavior of onr men; 
there was no craven surrender and no panic 
flight; led by their commander into the very 
jaws of an ambush, they fought like men, and 
did not allow tho rebels to boast an easily 
purchased victory. They were overwhelmed, 
and as they fell ifxhausted, wounded, dying, 
their blows told on their traitor foes; and if 
the loyal States "have to mourn the captivity 
or death of many of their heroic sons, the 
rebels also will nave to lament over a heavy 
loss on their side.

Our neighbor » admonition is quite super- 
fluous. We do uot know of anybody who 
means or has ever meant this. Certainly we 
have never meant it. On the contrary, we 
have from the beginning insisted with espe- 
clnl stress that the military authorities should 
i xercise their power in the case with the 
greatest possible caution and moderation. 
And we-ehall never cease strenuously to insist 
upon this. We would have no citizen dealt 
with in any measure as an active public enemy 
without strong proof. But in the case of no- 
torious secessionists, the standing for office or 
the assembling in conclave for the avowed 
purpose of organization and of propagandisiu 
is itself strong proof. It is proof enough. It 
is such proof as the military authorities, with 
our neighbor ? cordial approval, have acted 
upon in Kentucky ever since the State be- 
came the scene of military operations. And 
so long as the State continues the scene of 
military operations, the military authorities, 
w ith tbe cordial approval of the Union party of 
the State, will continue to act upon such proof. 
If they should not, if they should permit 
right under their eyes notorious secessionists 
to proceed uninterruptedly to carry into effect 
their secession purpose?, they themselves 
would deserve to be dealt with as traitors or 
as imbeciles. And they unquestionably would 
be. The policy of the loyal men of Kentucky 
on this point is fixed. It has been fixed by 
the valuable aid and with the stimulating ap- 
probation of our neighbor himself. And it 
will not be changed now although our neigh- 
l>or should all at once withdraw from it both 
the one and the other. Opposition to the poli- 
cy on his part at present can serve only to 
delude the secessionists and to endanger anew 
the peace of the State. Let the secessionists, 
however, not be deluded. It is important for 
us all that on this point there should be no 
misunderstanding. There is but one condition 
on which the known secessionists of Kentucky 
can hope to escape molestation and to receive 
protection; and that is the behaving of them- 
selves in all respects as becomes non-combat- 
ant enemies ou the theatre of war. If they 
do this, not taking an active part against the 
government in any form, they will be entitled 
to protection and will receive it; if they do 
not, they will not be entitled to protection, 
and they will not be certain to receive it. If 
they want protection, they can secure it 
on this condition, but on no other. No 
secessionist with a spark of manliness in 
his breast would ask protection on any 
other condition. As to requiring proof, and 
Bure proof, and the utmost prudence in 
acting even upon sure proof, we entirely 
agree with our neighbor, and, if this were all 
he contended for in the case, he would not 
differ with us in the least. 

But it is not all. Our neighbor contends, in 
the face of his own explicit declarations and 
in the teeth of the plain implication of the 
very extract above, for the liberty of proved 
secessionists to run for office and to hold of- 
fice. He Bays: 

We have denounced the acts of *he Admin- 
istration as aiding the rebellion, increasiog its 
numbers and augmenting their determination ; 
but we do not ask Hooker to go with his army 
and disperse the whole concern; nor should 
we approve of it. On the contrary, we should 
most emphatically condemn it; nor should we 
be inconsistent either. The ballot box is the 
lawful remedy, and it is sufficient, if it bt 
slow; and we say the same of this self-styled 
Democratic convention. The ballot-box is the 
place to meet them . 

Not so does the General Assembly of Ken- 
tucky think. "Resolved," that body declares, 
in the resolution which standi at the head of 
the series just adopted, "that our institutions 
are assailed by an armed rebellion on one side, 
which can only be met by the sword, and on 
the other by unconstitutional acts of Con- 
gress, and startling usurpations of power by 
the Executive, which we have seen by experi- 
ment can be corrected by the ballot-box.' 
Our neighbor, however, proposes to meet seces- 
sion with the ballot-box instead of ' the 
sword. Now, if the ballot-box is the law- 
ful tribunal before which to try the ques- 
t on of secession, we are of course bound to 
abide by the decision of that tribunal, and, if 
tbe secessionists should manage to show a 
formal majority against us, we should be com- 
pelled to bow to the decision, and peaceably

A special despatch to the Herald from head- 
quarters army of the Potomac. March 7tb, re- 
port 11 the return of the expedition, under Col. 
Phelps, from Northumberland and Lancaster 
counties. Healbsville, the county ae-it of the 
former, was surprised and the postoffice 
searched, but nothine; was found.

Among the prisoners taken is Colonel Clay- 
brook, of the rebel army, who has been active 
in enforcing the conscription. Also, a smug- 
gler, who has conveyed one hundred thousand 
dollars' worth of contraband goods across the 
Potomac, two influential citizens, and two 
clerks in the rebel department nt Richmond, 
with a quantity of letters to citizens of Balti- 
more, and official correspondence to parties in 
London in care of Baring A Co. 

Tbe country is quite barren. There are no 
rebel troops there, except a few cavalrymen. 

A rebel mail, containing $12,000 in rebel 
bonds, with some gold and treasury notes, for 
the rebels, was captured on the Potomac on 
Friday. 

Washington, March d. 
Thomas Olcutt, of Albany, baa been nomi- 
nated by the President as Comptroller of 
the currency, under the act providing a na- 
-ional currency, secured by United States 
oonds. 

JBrPBRSOB City, March 7. 
Mr. Gilstrap introduced a bill in the Senate 
to-day for the gradual extinction slavery in 
Missouri, which was read twice and ordered to 
1* printed. The bill provides that all children 
born after the 4th of July, 1863, shall be free, 
all such children to be apprenticed to tbe own- 
ers of their mothers till they arrive at the age 
of twenty-one, and aM sbildren born of such 
apprentices be apprenticed to their master or 
the person to whom their mother is appren- 
ticed, until such mother reaches the age of 
twenty-one years; the terms of apprenticeship 
to conform with the general act concerning 



apprentices passed in 1855. 
The House passed an i 



act denning the quali- 
fications of teachers in Missouri, which pro- 
scribes all persons who have enrolled them- 
selves as disloyal or who have been or roav 
hereafter be convicted by military authority 
and released on oath or bond, unless since 
they have given aid and comfort to the enemv 
they shall have besn in the active service ot 
the United States army or in the loyal militia 
rvice of tbe State. 

The bill providing for the ballot system of 
oting throughout the State was discussed all 
the afternoon, but without action. 

Wabhinqtox, March 7. 

In the Senate to-day Mr. Doolittle took the 
oath of loyalty prescribed by the act of July 
last, and subscribed his name to the same as 
those had done who took it yesterday. 

The Senate to-day confirmed the following 
nominations: David Wilmot, of Pennsylva- 
nia, to be Judge of the Court of Claims; Al- 
bert S. White, of Indiana, and Eli Rechose, 
to be Commissioners under an act of Congress 
for the relief of persons who sustained dam- 
ages by reason of depredations by certain bands 
of Indians; Clinton U. Hutchinson to be Agent 
of the Ottowasand Chippewas.

The land designed for the crop should I* 
fertile— if not naturally so, should he mad.

The land 
should be deeply and thoroughly ploughed, 
whenever practicable, in the fall or winter, 
and be nubiected to the action of the frosts of 
winter. In this there is a twofold advan- 
tage 1st, It destroys many bisects that injure 
ot tsn t i uj the young plant . 2d, It renders the 
land more friable and more easily cultivated 
A - the season approaches 1st planting out the 
weed (which is here from May to July), the 
land should be ploughed again and kept' clean.

materially in curing the plant, and unless 
firing it resorted to, the plant is certain to be 
more or less injured. It is always safer after 
a house is filled with green tobacco to rely 
moetlr upon the action of the fire to a coii- 
■amnalr extent. These should be small and 
alow at first, and continued so until the tobac- 
co is clear of the moisture engendered by the 
fire, is dried out, and then increased natll the 
leaf is nearly cured. When this is the case, 
the fires should be suffered to go out, and the 
tobacco to be suffere d to c ome in case, or get 
soft again. The quality of the article will lie 
improved by permitting it to come in case 
once or twice before it is thoroughly 
cared in item and stalk. Dry aud 
•""n<i wood is best for firing. If the object of 
the planter is to make a piebald or fancy arti- 
cle, care should be taken never to permit the 
leaf to get very soft during the curing process: 
and to make a really fancy article, the tobacco 
must be thoroughly yellowed before, and cur- 
ed entirely by fire. This particular descrip- 
tion is, bowerer, not more desirable or valua- 
ble to the consumer, as the essential properties 
of the plant are frequently destroyed by the 
action of the fire. As a general thing, it is 
better to cure the weed by a natural process 
of air and the action of the atmosphere, and 
where the planter is provided with a sufficient 
quantity of room to house the crop without 
crowding too ( lose, the ohject can be attained 
without the aid of much fire, and the wood 
and danger of the crop saved, and in some 
markets increase the value of the crop. 

Having now arrived at the time when it is 
supposed the planter has secured and cured 
the crop, we proceed to give some directions 
in its future management and preparation for 
market — remarking that many, after all their 
previous care and labor, lose its profits to a 
good extent by either a want of knowledge 
m to its management, or a carelessness which 
is inexcusable upon tbeir part. After being 
tor upwards of thirty years engaged in its cul- 
ture, and to some extent a dealer in the article 
—after visiting the principal markets in the 
I'nion — I have long since come to the conclu- 
sion (and I bare never seen any reason for a 
change of the opinion ) that the prices paid 
for the different qualities of the article by the 
purchaser is more generally a matter of fancy 
than of superior judgment on his part of the 
quality of the article bought, and that fancy 
wm generally governed by the care bestowed 
by the planter in preparing the article for mar- 
ket if this opinion is correct, bow very im- 
portant for the planter to so prepare his crop 
tor market as to realise its greatest value, and 
I proceed now to speak definitely upon that 
subject 

After the tobacco has been thoroughly cured 
in stem and stalk, it is then ready to commence 
stripping or taking the leaves from the stalk. 
In this process the plant first passes through

the hands of the most experienced laborer 
the farm, who takes off tbe bad or injured 
leares and ties them neatly in bundles of eight 
or ten. The plants that are thus culled are 
given to others who strip off the remaining 
leaves, and tie them in bands of six or eight 
leaves, wrapping tightly and neatly with the 
lip of the leaf used as a tie, so as to form a 
head of one and a half to two inches in length. 
Care should be had to make the bundles as 
uniform in size and color as possible, as it adds 
to tbe beauty of sample by which it is to be 
sold. When the days' work is done, let tbe 
tobacco, neatly pressed through the hands, be 
put in a winrow, as it is termed, viz: laid 
straight in a bulk or pile of sufheieat lenglli 

and only

ng eaen course so as to have the beads of the 
bundles out. Here it may remain until strip- 
ping season is over or tbe crop stripped. The 
first good drying spell of weather after th 
stripping get the smoothest and smalles 
sticks upon which the tobacco *>< hung 
and bang up the tobacco to dry. earful !y 
shaking it out wben hung so as to secure a 
uniform drying. Wben tbe weather again 
becomes moist enough to bring the tobacco in 
cane, take it down and carefully bulk it away 
m before directed only taking more care to 
straighten the bundles and make tbe bulk 
much wider; this is done by lapping the 
bundles over each course, simitar to shingling 
a roof, the balker having his knees upon the 
bulk, carefully laying down the tobacco as it 
is straightened and handed him. When the 
bulk is finished, weigh it down heavily with 
logs or some heavy weight. Care must be ta- 
ken that tbe tobacco does not imbibe too much 
moisture, or get too high in case before it is 
bulked, m it will injure. So soon as the to- 
bacco becomes soft enough to handle without 
breaking, it may be pot in bulk, and should 
the stems break a little under the pressure of 
the bulker's knee, no material damage will be 
done, provided tbe leal' does not crumble. A 
little attention will soon teach the most ig- 
norant the proper order for safe-keeping. The 
tobacco will be safe in bulk, and will wait the 
planter s convenience to prize it in hogsheads. 

In prizing, the different qualities should not 
be mixed, and if tbe planter has been careful 
to keep them separated, no trouble will be had 
in assorting them wben ready to prize. In 
packing in the hogsheads care should be taken 
to hare everr bundle straight, and every leaf 
to its bundle. From a well-packed hogshead, 
any bundle may be drawn without in|ury or 
interruption to the others. Tbe usual way of 
packing is to commence across the middle of 
tbe hogshead, placing the heads of tbe first 
course of bundle.- about eight or tea inches 
from the outer edge and running the course 
erenly across; the packer then places the bun- 
dles of the next course in tbe same direction, 
tbe heads against the side or edge of the bogs- 
bead, and follow tbe circumference until the 
heads of the two courses come in contact; 
after that course is completed, be finishes the 
other side by placing the heads against tbe 
task m before, so as to have three courses 
across the cask, tbe bundles all bud in the same 
direction, and tbe next layer is reversed, care- 
fully placing each bundle as it is thrown or 
handed him.

Our hogsheads are from thirty-eight to for- 
ty-four inches across the head, and riftv-six to 
fifty -eight inches in length, and from 1,800 to 
2.000 pounds can be easily prized in them. If 
the tobacco is large, rich, and oily, the harder 
it is pressed the better, and the better price it 
commands. These remarks are particularly 
applicable to those heavy descriptions of to- 
bacco known in Virginia as heavy shipping 
leaf, and in the West as Clarksville tobacco, 
where the soil and climate are peculiarly 
adapted to the production of this description 
of tobacco. In climates not so well adapted 
and soil of a different character, the same vari- 
ety of the weed will assume a different char- 
acter, being of a finer or coarser texture, as 
the case may be, light and bulky, and desti- 
tute of oil and substance. Tobacco of this 
description should be managed as before di- 
rected but prized lightly in the casks so as to 
admit of a free and open leaf, such being 
mostly required for cigar leaf. 

There are several varieties of the weed, but 
M they all partake more or less of the same 
essential qualities under the same circum- 
stances, it is unnecessary to enumerate them ; 
the difference being more in the choice

They were not 
willing to see Republican liberty destroyed 
and the flag under whose folds they bad been 
raised up from childhood trampled under foot 
by armed traitors. No I They preferred death 
to national disgrace, which would occur should 
the rebel* succeed. I do not think that any 
Union-loving citizens could censure our con- 
duct at any time. We have no love for 
traitors, and would be glad to treat them as 
traitors should be treated. It is a ridiculous 
fact, that whenever a Tennesteta* exhibits any 
regard for the old Union and Constitution, 
many of the rebel sympathixers scoff at bim, 
and he is called a thief and a Lincoln cut- 
throat, and such like.

Washington, March 1. 

The Senate passed the conscription bill at 
one o'clock this (Sunday) morning just as it 
came from the House. It is, therefore, a law, 
excepting the signature of the President. 

The principal provisionsof the new law may 
be summed up thus: All male persons be- 
tween eighteen and fortv-five, excepting idiots 
and those convicted of crime, are to be en- 
rolled ana subject to draft by order of the 
President. Tbe supporters of widowed moth- 
ers, or the fathers of small, motherless chil- 
dren, are exempt, if drafted. All other persons 
drafted can be released from draft bv paying 
three hundred dollars, or less, if the War De- 
partment shall decide on a smaller sum. Tbe 
Provo3t Marshals, who are to be appointed to 
enforce the conscription, may arrest, without 
warrant, all persons charged with treasonable 
practices; but such persons must be turned 
over immediately to tbe civil authorities for 
trial on those charges. Tbe other provisions 
of the bill relate to courts martial, consolida- 
tion of reduced regiments, kc, of no general 
interest to tbe public at large 

There was no resort to parliamentary tactics 
to defeat the bill, as has been intimated, but it 
was again opened in tbe Senate to full and free 
discussion, and the friends of the measure did 
not call a vote till its opponents had made all 
their speeches and offered their amendments.

Indianapolis, March 2. 

All the Republican members of the House 
but two — Messrs. Griffith and Robinson— have 
gone home. The House, therefore, met this 
morning with only forty-eight members pres- 
ent. 

Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, Saturday, 
and to day these revolutionists have persisted 
in defeating the necessary legislation.

Cairo, Feb. 28. 

The officers of the steamer Sunshine were 
arrested at President s Island on Tuesday and 
brought with tbe boat to Memphis, charged 
with smuggling.

Two hundred dollars re- 
ward is offered, and persons attempting to 
arrest him are autborued to shoot him if re- 
sistance is made. 

Mcrfreksboro, Feb. 28. 

News received here indicates that Vicksburg 
is to be evacuated by the rebels. Everything 
except the supplies tor the army is being re- 
moved. The army has been removed east of 
Black river. Sickness in their army is terri- 
ble, and the desertions are great. 

We took Tuscumhia, with 200 prisoners. 
All their stores, horses, one piece of artillery, 
and one of Van Dorn s trains were captured. 

A large forage train, which went ont on the 
Lebanon pike yesterday, in returning was at- 
tacked by 300 br 400 guerillas at the Stone 
river crossiog. Three regiments of our troops 
conveying our train replied to the fire of the 
rebels, and after a brisk engagement, lasting 
several minutes, drove them back. Tbe gue- 
rillas fled precipitately, having lost eight men 
killed and twenty wounded. Among the 
slain wsj a rebel Captain. Our own loss was 
slight, 

A private of the 35th Indiana name not as- 
certained, while doing picket duly at La- 
vergne, Between here and Nashville, was shot 
dead last, night by one of ihe enemy's prowl- 
ing scouts. It is supposed the sentry challeng- 
ed the rebel, and the latter, to protect himself, 
anticipating what the other would havedooe, 
fired. These events, and other indications, 
tend to the belief that the enemy is advancing 
his lines. 

It is now a very frequent occurrence for our 
scouting parties and foraging trains to fall iu 
with detached bodies of the euemy, even with- 
in a few miles of M urfreesboro. 

Washington, March 28. 

The closing hours of Congress are marked 
with the most important documents concern- 
ing the foreign policy of the Government, so 
far as it relates to intervention. The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations have had un- 
der consideration, during all the present ses- 
sion, a series of concurrent resolutions on -the 
subject ot mediation, which have jnst been 
unanimously reported for adoption by Con- 
gress. 

What is remarkable is that they reflect the 
harmonious views of Sumner, Davis ot Ken- 
tucky, Foster, Henderson of Missouri, Wilmot, 
Hicks of Maryland, and Doolittle, who repre- 
sent the various shades of Congtessional opin- 
ion. The preamble seta forth the reception of 
tbe pro|iosition of mediation from Fram e, ami 
says, that, as tbe idea of intervention may he 
regarded as practicable by foreign governments, 
they may be led to proceedings tending to em- 
Wrass present relations. It is consequently 
the duty of Congress to prevent auy misun- 
derstanding, by a declaration of opinion. 

Tbe first resolution declares, that, while 
Congress has accepted foreign mediation on 
international questions, it cannot receive from 
foreign powers a proposition respecting domes- 
tic troubles, and will regard such a proposition 
of foreign interference as unreasonable and 
inadmissable. 

Tbe second resolution sets forth that the 
United States is grappling with a rebellion 
which is seeking tbe destruction of tbe Re- 
public, to erect a power whose corner-stone 
shall be slavery, and that foreign interference 
can but aid this undertaking, and will conse- 
quently be looked upon by the United States 
as an unfriendlr act. 

The third resolution asserts that the rebel- 
lion was encouraged by the hope that cotton 
was king, and, if it is not sustained by this 
hope, it must yield to tbe authority of tbe Na- 
tional Government. It is the duty ot foreign 
Governments to frankly inform the chiefs of 
the rebellion that their attempt to found a new 
government, with slavery as tbe corner-stone, 
is offensive to civilization and the moral sense 
of mankind. 

The fourth resolution expresses confidence 
in the justice of tbe cause of the United States, 
which is that of good government and human 
rights, and announces that tbe war will be 
vigorously prosecuted. 

The fiitli and last directs the transmission 
of tbe resolutions to Ministers of the United 
States in foreign countries, that the declara- 
tion and protest set forth may be ommu-
